There was no 
hope of saving the crop;

necessary fuel where canning is done 
in quantity. 
With tomatoes and com 
the most abundant vegetables on the 
markets housewives should compare 
the costs of home canning with the 
present retail prices of canned 
goorks 
in order to realize 'that there is econo­ 
my 'in canning the products that are 
plentiful now,—to say nothing of the 
s«»tisfaction of having 
the 
superior 
home prepared vegetables for 
winter 
use.

Inquiries among the fishermen at 
Gloucester and Camden elicited the In­ 
formation that fewer shad have bee® 
caught In the river this year than ever 
before and the majority of the fisher­ 
men now fear the Industry Is a thing 
of the past.

Some of the men have not caught 
more than five fish this season, whlla 
several were found who have not av­ 
eraged one shad per drift. 
Some of 
tho fishermen have placed their nets 
on the rack and quit In discourage­ 
ment. 
Others are utilizing them to 
catch herring. 
At Pennsville and Bayside several 
"fair catches" were made at odd times 
during the season, but they were not 
"one-tenth of what was expected." al­ 
though the fishermen found a ready 
sale for the shad at high price*. They 
will quit early, the fishermen say. 
Planked shad dinners are now bring­ 
ing $3 per plate, with the demand far 
In excess of the supply. 
Records of the Washington Park: 
fishery show that the highest number 
of shad ever caught in one haul was 
about 6,000, fourteen years ago.

run of shad started to fall off In IOO®, 
when the United State* fish commie- 
aion discontinued it* steamer, the Fish 
Hawk, coming up the Delaware ba- 
cause Insufficient spawn was to he had 
to propagate young shad.

The other day the American expedi­ 
tionary forces took stock of the agen­ 
cies from the homeland that are serv­ 
ing the doughboy. 
The stock-taking 
was preliminary to the newly Institut­ 
ed general headquarters program for 
coordinating the work of these agen­ 
cies to the best advantage of the men. 
And the results are Illuminating. With 
approximately 1,500,000 doughboys still 
in France and occupied Germany, there 
Is now one American war worker over 
here for every 150 men ami one hut 
operated b y an American war work 
organization for every POO men. The 
totals as given In the resume for all 
the war agencies, exclusive of the 
American Red Orosi, are 9.618 men 
snd women workers and 1.656 huts. 
Of the total number of workers, 8.350 
%re representatives of the Toung Men’s 
Christian association, leaving the over- 
4eas war work strength of all other 
organizations at 1,268. Of the total 
lumber of huts, 1,507 are operated by 
the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion, and the remainder. 149 by all 
•ther war work agencies. 
All Increased. 
The stock taking showed that every 
>ne of the American agencies has in­ 
creased

personnel

nlsttce—the Young Men’s Christian as­ 
sociation, for instance, having added 
f26 workers to Its strength. 
With these resources at hand the
